Turn  right  (North) 
on  Massachusetts  Ave.   Travel  .9  of  a  mile  to  St.  Botolph  St.  (one  block 
before  Symphony  Hall) .   Turn  left.  Proceed  one  block  to  Gainsborough  Street.
